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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 2, 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: Amendments 
to the Claims (dated 12/20/2004) for claims 2 and 3 should be stated "(currently 
amended)". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 -3, 17 - 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Brown et al. (U.S. Patent No.6650694 B1 ). 

Regarding claim 1 , Brown et al. discloses the limitation of a method comprising 
receiving modulated data by an antenna (Fig. 1, elements 106,108, 300; column 6, lines 
6 - 7): configuring a datapath from several predefined configurations to receive the 
modulated data from the antenna, where the configuration selected for the datapath 
corresponds to a protocol of the received modulated data (column 6, lines 33 - 57; 
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column 7, lines 16-18); and demodulating the received modulated data in the datapath 
in accordance with the selected protocol (Fig. 1 , column 25, lines 60 - 65). 

Regarding claim 2, Brown et al. discloses the limitation of the method of claim 1 
wherein receiving modulated data further includes receiving modulated data to store in 
a memory (column 2, lines 20 - 23). 

Regarding claim 3, Brown et al. discloses the limitation of the method of claim 2 
further including using a controller to select the protocol in accordance with the 
modulated data stored in the memory (Fig. 1 , element 150; column 10, lines 60 - 66). 

Regarding claim 17, Brown et al. discloses the limitation of a system for 
demodulating signals (Fig. 1 ) comprising: an antenna (column 6, lines 6 - 7); a datapath 
coupled to the antenna (Fig.1, elements 300, 106, 108; column 7, lines 28 - 30); and a 
controller to select protocol and reconfigure the datapath to accept modulated data from 
the antenna and provide demodulated data in accordance with the protocol ((Fig. 1 , 
element 1 50; column 10, lines 60 - 66). 

Regarding claim 18, Brown et al. discloses the limitation of the system of claim 
17 further including an input buffer to store the data received by the antenna and 
provide the data to the datapath (Fig. 1, elements 106, 106, 102, 300; column 9, lines 
51 - 58). 
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Regarding claim 18, Brown et al. discloses the limitation of the system of claim 
17 further including an output buffer for storing the demodulated data (Fig.1 , elements 
106, 118, 114, 140, 116, 4200, 115; column 2, lines 23-31). 



Response to Arguments
